Artist Biographies 


Nadina Mackie Jackson is an avid chamber musician, soloist and orchestral bassoonist. A native of 
northern British Columbia, the child of ranching, log building and writing parents, she discovered the 
bassoon in high school. She began serious studies at the age of 16, when she entered the University of 
British Columbia, and continued at the Curtis Institute of Music in Philadelphia. Her teachers were 
Christopher Millard, Gerald Corey, Bernard Garfield and Sol Schoenbach. 


Nadina joined the Montreal Symphony Orchestra when she was 22, and stayed there for over 10 years, 
participating in over 47 symphonic recordings. She appeared as a soloist, founded two chamber music 
groups and taught at McGill University. 


In 1992, she became the principal bassoonist of the Canadian Opera Company Orchestra, married fellow 
bassoonist Fraser Jackson, founded the Caliban Quartet of Bassoonists and began teaching at the University 
of Toronto. She left the opera orchestra after less than two years, and fulfilled her long-held ambition to 
study the historical bassoons, playing and recording with Tafelmusik, and other baroque orchestras such as 
the Handel & Haydn Society of Boston, Apollo's Fire (Cleveland) and Aradia. In this time, the Caliban 
Quartet also produced their first two CDs, "Bassoonatics" (CBC) and "Feast" (BIS Northern Lights). In 
2002, Nadina sold all of her historical instruments to finance her first solo recording, "Twelve Fantasias for 
Solo Bassoon by Georg Philipp Telemann" (Odd Bird Studios) She recorded her second CD, "After all..." 
in July, 2002. 


Nadina is also an artist and gives regular solo exhibitions in Toronto. She has provided the orginal art for 
five CD covers and created large installations for several stores, including HMV and Sam the Record Man. 
Nine of her life-sized paintings provide the backdrop for Fraser J ackson's childrens' story (accompanied by 
bassoon quartet), "Darwood's Wild Bassoon," which was last performed in Stratford on August 2, 2002.

David Swan was born in Saskatoon, Saskatchewan, and started his piano studies with Garth Beckett. 
Showing exceptional ability at an early age, David won the CBC competition while pursuing his studies at 
the University of British Columbia with Robert Silverman. He went on to complete his doctorate at 
Indianna University, studying with Valin Vazony and James Tocco. 


Currently David Swan is the organist at Saint Paul's Presbyterian Church in Toronto and has special inter- 
ests in new music and unconventional ensembles. He recently collaborated with Nadina on her newest CD, 
"After All...", including improvising the harmonies for Three Loves Songs by Mathieu Lussier. David is 
martied to fellow piano virtuoso, Meyong Cho, and they have two children.
